After U.S. Patent 6,614,195 issued in September 2003, the assignee of the present 
invention inquired whether PG Drives Technology, Ltd. (formerly Penny & Giles Drives 
Technology, Ltd.), may have an interest in licensing U.S. Patent 6,614,195. In or around 
December, 2003, PG Drives Technology, Ltd., declined to enter a license agreement and 
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suggested that claims of U.S. Patent 6,614,195 were invalid based on PG Drive Technology, 
Ltd.'s prior use of "automatic end-stop" schemes for powered actuators prior to May 9, 2001. 
PG Drive Technology, Ltd. forwarded the attached documents which purportedly disclose 
information relating to the patentability of U.S. Patent 6,614,195. Applicant disagrees with PG 
Drive Technology, Ltd.'s contention of invalidity regarding U.S. Patent 6,614,195. Applicant 
denies that these documents provide a basis of invalidity of U.S. Patent 6,614,195 or support 
rejections of unpatentability in the present reissue application.
